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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Citizens of Strafford :— 


In compliance with custom, and the laws of the State, we 
herewith submit our annual report. 


As a class our schools have been provided with good and 
competent teachers. 

The scholars who have attended regularly made marked 
progress during the terms. We are sorry to mention, however; 
that in some of our. schools the attendance has been very 
irregular. The cause of this, in our opinion, is negligence on 
the part of parents instead of the children. Our schools are 
largely what we make them, and if you would secure the fullest 
benefits, you must see that the children attend school every day, 
unless prevented by sickness. If all parents would do this, 
there would be no need of a truant officer. 

During the year a set of rules and regulations adopted by 
the board have been posted in each schoolhouse, thereby aiding 
the teachers in maintaining order, and the scholars in acquiring 
self government. 

Believing it to be for the good of the scholars, the board 
have introduced the new Normal Series of Readers, exchanging 
the old dilapidated ones for the new. The Franklin readers 
have been used ten years and were so badly worn as to demand 
achange. This change was made at a cost to the town much 
less than we could replace the old by new of the same series. 

Several of our schoolhouses need some repairs. In number 
3, 2 new shed; number 5, house shingled and some other neces- 
sary repairs. In 10 and 17, houses painted and in 15, house 
must be plastered or sheathed. These repairs must be attended 
to to save our school property.

In conclusion we would say let the improvement of our 
schools engage the attention of all. Let us each and all strive, 
not to carry our point merely, not to build up our own personal 
ends, but to accomplish that which will be of the greatest good 
for the greatest number.
